• SCOPE OF BIBLIOGRAPHY 

This bibliography, covering guidance techniques and procedures 
Ifor the' year 1936, is organized upon the same principles as the 
jGuidance Bibliography: 1935. 

In compiling it, an effort has been made to cover all age-groups 
land school levels, from childhood through adulthood. The annota- 
Itions, as in the first list, include specific counseling techniques, guid- 
lance programs and practices, experimental research, bibliographies 
land school directories, applications of tests and measurements to 
■guidance, studies of occupations with guidance connotations, snd'^ 
■phases of individual and group counseling. Also included are ref- 
jerences representing certain large subject groups which are closely 
I allied to guidance, such as pupil personnel, social adjustment, char- 
acter education, and mental hygiene. 

Since it is the policy of the Office of Education to avoid duplica- 
Ition, this list does not include occupational information except when 
I prepared with a specific guidance emphasis. Career information is 
I already classified in the Occupational Index, published monthly by ' 
the National Occupational Conference. In addition, several bound 
I bibliographies on vocations have appeared recently, some of which 
I are annotated in the present compilation'. 

Beferences to instructional procedures are not included unless they* 

I are related to classes in occupations, how-to-study courdes, student 
I orientation, o^ other phases of educational guidance. 

Other arbitrary limitations were necessary because of the breadth 
I of the field. Foreign publications were exduded ; the fonn of pub- 
lication, was limited to printed matter; Ad anotW’ single calendar 
I year was covered. * ^ 

Used4n conjunction .with available classified material on occupa- 
Itions, this bibliography will form a comprehensive overview of the 
field oir guidance for the year 1986. The term "guidance” might 
here.be said to include the inter-related fields of educational guid- 
ance, vocational guidance, social orientation, and occupational ad- 
Ijustment. Since it has been minutely indexed, this list will also serve
